keep on fighting It. 


For Instance, Gen. Earle G. 


Wheeler, chaJrmari of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, looking beyond 
Vietnam, ssld months ago this 
country uould t* involved in 


Asia until the end of the centu- 
ry. 


Last May In Look magazine 


he said the American interest 
"in the Far Pacific is precisely 
what our Interest was in the late 
(40'sand'50's in Europe." 


In the same issue of the mag- 


azine Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk predicted it will bo "useful 
for 
some time to come for 


American power to be able to 
control every wave of the Pacif- 
ic, if necessary." 


And 
this 
week 
Jolinson 


showed his unbending determi- 
nation to go on with the war. 


The Machinist, a labor maga- 


zine, quoted him as saying: "1 
may wind up with a poll of one 
per cent before It's over with." 


Recent public opinion j/oll.s 


showed his popularity, and pub- 
lic confidence in him at a new 
low. 


He said, "We can't end It (the 


war; wjth honor by surrender. 
We can't end It with honor by 
negotiations because the enemy 
will not negotiate with us." Un- 
til 
ther<!' are negotiations, he 


said, "It l.s going to be tough but 
we are just going to have to 
stand up and tak<> It." 


At a White House Dinner Tues- 


day nlgtt, Johnson Illustrated 
his will to go on by quoting from 
President Abraham Lincoln In 
the depths of the Civil War: 
"Let us . . . dart- to do our duty 
as we understand It." 


Nor Is there any softening In 


the

Diphtheria was once one of 


the greatest scourges of child* 
hood and dangerous to all age 
groups. Today, through immuni- 
zation, this disease has been al- 
most conquered in the United 
States. Most infants have "ac- 
quired immunity" at birth, pas- 
sed on to them by their mothers 
before they were born. However, 
this immunity disappears by the 
time the child is about 6 months 
old. 
After that, young children 


are highly susceptible to diph- 
theria 
unless 
they are im- 


rrunized. 


Some people, by repeated ex- 


posures to small numbers or 
from a surface abrasion. The 
a resistance to the disease or 
a "natural immunity." But, since 
diphtheria germs are scarcer 
now, people have less chance of 
developing a natural immunity 
and proper immunization is more 
important than ever. Still most 
dangerous in the very young.diph- 
theria is now becoming almost 
equally fatal at the other ex- 
treme of life -in the very old. 


To refresh your memory of 


facts learned in school courses 
of basic health: "An infected per- 
son can spread the disease after 
he seems entirely well. It can 
be spread by a "carrier," an 
apparently healthy person who 
harbors the germs in his nose 
or throat. Since diphtheria germs 
grow easily in milk, particular 
care should be taken on farms, 
at dairies, or at distributing 
plants for milk. Pasteurization 
kills the germs. The disease'is

WASTINGTON (AP) - Some 


U.S. military leaders express 
concern that North Vietnam, 
Red China and the Soviet Union 
are planning to use a Cambo- 
dian port to get arms and am- 
munition to Communist forces 
in South Vietnam. 


This development could come 


if the stepped-up U.S. bombing 
of land routes from North Viet- 
nam 
seriously 
slows up the 


movement of supplies south- 
ward. It is expected that the in- 
tensified bombing attacks, be- 
gun in August, will begin show- 
ing their effects perhaps in Jan- 
uary. 


The port in neutralist Cambo- 


dia is Sihanoukville, on the Gulf 
of Slam. 


Although there have been mil- 


itary studies of a possible quar- 
antine or blockade of the port, it 
is believed that this country's 
top 
civilian 
defense leaders 


would not approve of such a 
step under present conditions. 


Washington has refused to au- 


thorize the bombing or mining 
of Haiphong Harbor in North 
Vietnam, where Soviet ships de- 
liver supplies. The reason is a 
wish to avoid direct confronta- 
tion with the Soviet Union or 
Red China which could lead 
them to more directly enter the 
Vietnam war. 


It Is for much the same rea- 


son that a quarantine or block- 
ade of Sihanoukville would like- 
ly not be approved. 


In addition, the United States
